A microfilm reader has been 
developed and will be used exten- 
sively for inter-library loans and 
also in rapid trans-oceanic supply 
ing of important scientific journals 
whose carriage by mail would 
otherwise be prohibited by their 
excessive weight.

Queen's Rodio Station 
Resumes Broadcosts 

Kingston, Oct. 20. — (CUP) — 
CFRC. Queen's pioneer Kingston 
radio' station resumed weekly 
broadcasts Wednesday night. 

Oct. 27. 1923 marked a play-by- 
play account of the McGill-Queen's 
football game as the first, major 
broadcast. Previous to June 29, 
1930 CFRC was on a part-lime 
basis, after which commercial pro- 
grams and weekly university spon- 
sored lectures went into opera- 
tion. In 1042 full-time activities 
ceased with the advent of the new 
Kingston station, CKWS.

Ottawa Receives Vets ' Protest: 
Deplore Sale of Ross Mansion 



The Housing Commlttc of the 
McGill Student Veterans' Society 
with the approval of the Society 
Executive have sent a strong reso- 
lution of protest to the Minister 
of National Defence Abbott, Min- 
ister of Reconstruction Howe, Min- 
ister of Veterans' Affairs Macken- 
zie and local Housing Controller 
Hodgson. The resolution reads as 
follows: 

"At a meeting of the Housing 
Committee of the McGlU Student 
Veterans' Ssolety held on Friday. 
October 18, to discuss housing ac- 
commodation, it was brought to the 
committee's attention that Ross 
House, a government owned build- 
ing on Peel Street, was about to be 
vacated by the army with the in- 
tention of being sold. 

"Since Ross House is owned by 
the government and in the past was 
used as a CWAC residence and has 
suitable facilities for housing and 
feeding a substantial number of 
veterans and their families, the 
commute considers this news alarm-

Housing, Work and Financial 
Questionnjaiire to Be Circulated 



. Arrangements for the distribution 
of the student veterans' question- 
naire on Housing. Employment and 
Financial status, have finally been 
completed, the McGill -Student Vet- 
erans* Society executive announced 
yesterday. The questionnaires will 
be handed out in all faculties on 
Wednesday, October 22, starting at 
0 p.m., and they must be returned 
by Friday, October 24. Ballot boxes 
will be set up in all faculty build- 
ing to receive the completed ques- 
tionnaires. 

Divided into three sections — 
employment, housing and finances 
— the questionnaire is designed to 
"determine the scope of the prob- 
lems which face veterans attending 
the University." 

"On the basis of the results which 



such a' survey will yield," said Len 
Starky, President of the M.S.VS., 
"the executive will be able to de- 
velop and formulate appropriate 
policies for future work." 

Decision to issue such a ques- 
tionnaire sprang from n letter 
which was received by The Society 
from the University of British Col- 
umbia student veterans' organiza- 
tion, it was learned. The letter, 
which dealt with the question of 
increased maintenance grants, asked 
that "each and every university 
student veterans' organization take 
steps, during the fall term, to 
ascertain precisely and statistically 
how severe the financial situation 
is pertaining to student veterans, 
and how many financial failures 
I have occtirred." 



ing and protests vehemently 
against the use of Ross House for 
any other purpose than houiing 
veterans and their families. 

"With the winter, fast approch- 
ing and many hundreds of veterans 
in the direst circumstances in ac- 
commodation unsuitable to winter 
habitation and decent living, we 
feel the government should make 
all buildings possible available for 
housing." 

Housing Director of the Vets soc- 
iety, John Switzman, in explaining 
the, action , of the Housing Com- 
mittee, pointed out that the com- 
mittee had been working towards 
obtaining Ross House forty room 
mansion as a cooperative residence 
for student veterans and had thus 
heard of its possible sale. "The 
view of the committee as empha- 
sized In the resolution was that if 
Ross House was unobtainable for 
McGill veterans it should still be 
made available for housing needy 
veterans and their families and 

for no other purpose'," said Mr. 
Switzman.

Over a year lias passed since tlic University" 
c.\(cndcd its borders outside the city and opened 
Dawson College to cope with the greatly in- 
creased enrolment of new students. Pcrhapsrit 
may be advisable to take stock of the situatfon 
and comment on student attitude on the:St. 
Johns campus. ~ 

Despite innumerable obstacles, the first ses- 
sion at Dawson proved very successful both 
academically and in regard to the general spirit 
of the students. The remarkable strides made 
in providing happier surroundings were mainly 
due to the efforts of members of the staff and 
to the cooperative attitude of many of the 
undergraduates. The athletic and social facil- 
ities were put to the best use, although it took 
sometime to get them organized. 

However, all was not milk and honey. There 
was a special type of apathy shown by those 
who felt that they had been "forgotten", and 
were really living out a bad dream. It was this 
type who made the jobs of the Student Council, 
the various committees, and the athletics man- 
ager especially difficult. Nevertheless, . things 
ended up on the right foot at the end of the 
year, due — in the main — to the Dawson Council. 

Now, once again we sec signs of the wrong 
attitude. Nominations for positions on the Coun- 
cil, including that of President of the Dawson 
Student Society, remained wanting after the 
specified period had elapsed and the deadline 
had. to be extended. Tl^^mc eilualion existed 
for the cxexutivc positions bi'thc vario^^^ under- 
graduate societies. Nominations have been re- 
ceived at last, and the positions will be contested 
next week — with, we trust, a large percentage 
of voters. 

The importance of the Dawson Council can- 
not be overestimated. The McGill Students 
Council has a good deal to'cope with hero and 
cannot bo expected to run the affairs at St. 
Johns, especially from a remote point. There 
are any number of small details which must 
bo looked after by the students themselves if 
things are to run at all smoothly, and the Daw- 
son Council will be the central board from which 
student affairs will be coordinated. 

There have also been many instances where 
Dawson students have claimed that their inter- 
ests have been overlooked by the Montreal body 
— in athletics, in items of general interest to 
the student body as a whole and occasionally, 
in The Daily. Errors of this nature arc bound 
to happen in student organisations. But with a 
governing body having the interest of the stud- 
ents in mind, these errors will become less 
frequent as the various items, events and func- 
tions become channeled in the one direction, with 
the resulting decrease in confusion. 

There is still plenty of room for improve- 
ment. But if any improvements are to bo made, 
they will have to come from the students at 
Dawson themselves. Only in this way can they 
be sure of having things run as they want them 
run.

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McGill to Inaugurate Radiation Laboratory Friday 



Scientists to Attend 
The Forinal Opening 
Of Gyclptron Bldg. . 



McGUI will take the lead in atom- 
ic research In Canada with the 
formal opening ol the University's 
1300,000 radiation laboratory and 
cyclotron next Friday' afternoon. 

Marking the inauguration of the 
.27S*ton atom-smashed will be two 
of the world's most famous atomic 
power experts, as well as a British 
statesman who played a significant 
war role In the British government. 

These visitors will have honorary 
degrees of Doctor of Science con- 
ferred on them by Doctor F. Cyril 
James at a special convocation to 
be' held in Moyse Hall next Friday 
at 3 pjn; 

Those who will receive degrees 
are Sir John Anderson, chairman 
of the Atomic Energy Commission 
of Great Britain; Dr. Niels Bohr, 
Nobel Prize winner of 1022, and 
professor of theoreUeal physics at 
Copenhagen University, who will 
also deliver the Convocation ad- 
dress; Professor Ernest O. Law- 
rence, Nobel Prize' winner in 
1939, and cyclotron director at the 
University of 'California. 

Greeting the scientists will be 
Dr. John S. Foster, Macdonald 
Professor of Physics at the Univer- 
sity, Member of the Royal Society, 
London, and one of the world's 
most brilliant authorities on world 
physics. Ho has been appointed 
director of ' the new cyclotron and 
radiation laboratory. 

The Inauguration ceremony, 
which will follow the convocation, 
will climax a ten year effort to 
secure a cyclotron for. the Univer- 
sity. Dr. Foster made detailed plans 
for an atom-smasher In the years 
1037-38. However, construction was 
held up by the advent. 

During the war Dr. Foster was 
called to Im'portant research work 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, where he had a hand 
in the making of discoveries which 
were of primary Importance in the 
successful conclusion of the war. 

The cyclotron now being com- 
pleted will produce at a maximum 
of 100,000,000 proton volts. It Is an 
'immense scientific tool designed to 
break down the tough core of the 
atom, which will enable Canada to 
enter the International field of 
atomic research.

Cyclotron Will Aid in Nuclear 
Physicists ' A tomic Research

With the formal opening of Its 
new - radiation laboratory housing 
a 100,000,000 volt cyclotron, McGlU 
will once more take . the lead in 
scientific research In Canada. Con- 
tinually from the. very, beginnings 
of nuclear physics McQllt has con- 
tributed measurably to the Atomic 
Age. 

It was there that Ernest Ruther- 
ford, later Lord Rutherford, started 
the search for knowledge of the 
atom and radioactivity. Much of the 
science of nuclear physics grew out 
of his work at McGill and at Cam- 
bridge's Cavendish Laboratory. 
• As early as 1937 McGill realized 
the Importance of the cyclotron and 
authorized Or. J. S. Foster, Mac- 
donald. professor of physics , as was 
Lord Rutherford, to plan the con- 
struction of a 25 million volt "atom 
smasher". However, construction 
was delayed by the war and It was 
not until last year that tho build- 
ing of a 100 million volt cyclotron 
was commenced. .' ^- .;..s,^ y.., , 

In making tlie announcement of 
the official opening of the labora- 
tory, Dr. F. Cyril James, Principal 
of McGlU University, pointed out 
that tho cyclotron provides a flex- 
ible tool for fundamental studies 
in nuclear physics which will great- 



ly stimulate research and encourage 
practical applications of this energy 
which are expected 'to be of great 
value in many scientific fields. 

Nuclear physicists approached 
the question of atomic and nuclear 
construction by bombarding metals 
first by particles emitted by radio- 
active substances and later by in- 
troducing electrons (or protons) in- 
to a cyclotron which accelerates the 
sub-atomic particles to a high velo- 
city. 

Essentially, the cyclotron con- 
sists of two flat hollow electrodes 
shaped in the form of a D, alter- 
nately one being charged positively 
and the other negatively for very 
short periods of time. Hence charg- 
ed; sub-atomic . particles placed , in- 
side the electrodes will move from 
one electrode to the othe ras the 
charge on the electrode changes. 
The 'electrodes are suspended' be- 
tween the poles of a powerful elec- 
tromagnet (see - picture) whieh 
causes the sub^atomic. particles to 
move in 'a. circle; Às' thé particles 
clrcufate they move outward their 
velocity increases. Finally, having 
attained a high, velocity the par- 
ticles arc. emitted in a beam from 
a metal window and strike a target 
nearby.
